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Report of the Council 


The Report which the President and Council now have 
the honour of presenting, records the activities of the 
Institute’s sixtieth year. The Institute was founded on 
November 6th, 1867, and to mark the anniversary of this 
event, the Council invited all members of thirty years’ 
standing to a commemorative meeting, which was held on 
Monday, November 7th, in the Museum Library. It is with 
pleasure that the Council now records the names of the 
gentlemen who have supported and furthered the aims of 
the Institute for so many years:— 

Messrs. T. L. Bates, P. E. Cheal, F. H. Combes. J. 
Kenderdine, C. C. MacMillan, II. B. Morton, J. A. Pond, 
A. T. Pyeroft, H. Shaw, H. Tinne, J. H. Upton, E. Yates. 
Professor Egcrton, Hon. Geo. Fowlds, Professor Segar, 
Professor Thomas. 

Members.- —The number of members at the beginning 
of the year was 568, of whom 88 were Life Members. 
Thirteen members have been lost by death, 26 by resigna¬ 
tion or for non-payment of fees, and 44 new members have 
been elected. Twelve members, including five of those 
recently elected, have become Life Members, and our roll 
now stands at 573, of whom 95 are Life Members. 

Obituary. —The Council records with regret the death 
of Mr. F. Shaw, who had been a supporter of the Institute 
for many years. In 1913 he presented over 100 valuable 
books, and his generous bequest of £1,000 will materially 
improve the library resources of the Institute. Mr. J. \Y. 
Poynton, whose death occurred in November, was the Pre¬ 
sident of the Manawatu Institute before he took up his 
residence in Auckland. His cultural interests were very 
wide, and his activity in the cause of scientific enquiry was 
of marked benefit to the Institute. The Council also 
records with regret the death of Mr. C. C. MacMillan, one 
of the oldest members of the Institute, and of Messrs. 
R. H. Abbott, T. Coates, John Crook, D. M. Dingwall, J. 
Drummond, J. Endean, J. C. Hardie, G. Hudson, A. L. Par¬ 
sons, and S. C. Streeter. 
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Council. —Although the departure of TV Rangi Hiroa 
(Dr. P. H. Buck. D.S.O.) was a distinct loss to the Institute, 
(he Council cannot refrain from offering him its cordial 
congratulations on his having been invited to assume the 
Directorship of Polynesian research in the Bishop Museum. 
On his resignation Professor Thomas was invited to rejoin 
the Council. 

The citizens of Auckland are now directly represented 
in (lie administration of the Institute and Museum by His 
Worship the Mayor and six Councillors, and the Institute 
welcomes the assistance and co-operation of the civic 
authorities in ensuring the progress of the Museum as an 
agent for scientific research and cultural recreation in the 
city and province. 

The Annual General Meeting will in future be held 
in May of each year in pursuance of a resolution carried 
a( a Special General Meeting, held on March 7th. 1927, 
which provided for the ending of the Institute’s financial 
year on March 31st. 

Finance.— The usual receipts for the Working Account 
have been up to expectation, i.e., annual subscriptions, 
£423/7/-; invested funds, £1,961/9/9; and in addition we 
have the pleasure of recording the sum of £338/19/10, 
special subscriptions for the acquisition of specimens. 
The City Council’s grant of £2,000 has made possible the 
undertaking of much important work in preparation for 
removal to the new building as well as providing for the 
heavy general expenditure of the year. The large expendi¬ 
ture on specimens is offset by the special subscriptions 
mentioned above, while new items are £230/2/9 for removal 
and for reconditioning the large carved houses, and 
£115/0/9 interest on the advances (£9,700) raised to meet 
progress payments on the showcase contract until we are 
able to secure the balance of (lie purchase money for the 
present site. 

The balance sheet shows a debit of £1,595/12/8, the 
expended portion of a temporary overdraft of £2,000 ar¬ 
ranged to meet payments for show cases; the actual work¬ 
ing balance available is therefore £404/7/4. 

The invested funds increased by £126 for Life Mem¬ 
bers’ subscriptions and £30/9/11 from the sale of endow¬ 
ment lands, £132/7/5 has been withdrawn from the Bite 
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Sale Account towards the payment for showcases, and the 
Capital Fund now stands at £26,446/1/10. 

Meetings. —The public lectures arranged by the In¬ 
stitute were again delivered in the Auckland University 
College Hall, and the very satisfactory attendances, averag¬ 
ing 253, indicate the appreciation of the members and of 
the public of this activity of the Institute. The following

Anthropology and Maori Race Section. This section 
has had a very successful year. The membership roll 
stands at 46, and the financial statement shows a credit 
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balance*. The officers for the year were:—Chairman, Mr. 
\V. Page Rowe; Committee, Miss 0. Lloyd, Messrs. G. 
Archey. R. A. Falla, Geo. Graham, and T. Simson; Hon. 
Secretary and Treasurer, Mr. V. F. Fisher; Hon. Auditor, 
Mr. I. B. D. Esam. 

Ordinary meetings of the section were reintroduced 
during the past session with marked success, for active 
and interesting discussions followed the reading of papers 
by members. 

In addition, two highly successful field days were held, 
one at Mount Wellington, under the leadership of Mr. Geo. 
Graham, and one at Mount Eden, when members witnessed 
a demonstration arranged by the Te Akarana Maori Asso¬ 
ciation of the method of cooking food in the hangi or native 
oven. 

Lectures were given by Dr. P. H. Buck, Messrs. G. 
Archey. V. F. Fisher, Geo. Graham, and W. Page Rowe. 

Agricultural Science Section. —The various activities 
of this section have been vigorously maintained during the 
year. Well attended and very interesting meetings have 
been supplemented by outdoor visits to Puwera Experi¬ 
mental Farm and Wesley College, Paerala, and by luncheons 
to welcome overseas visitors, who have given addresses on 
their special subjects; in addition, investigations in con¬ 
junction with the Auckland Chemical Association have been 
instituted. The first President, Professor Riddel, and the 
first Hon. Secretary, Mr. T. H. Patterson, have now left 
Auckland, and Mr. W. Collins and Mr. J. E. Bell have been 
appointed in their places. The active interest at present 
evinced in all departments of agriculture is an assurance 
of the continued progress of the section. 

Astronomical Section. —Eight meetings have been held 
in the Physics Lecture Theatre of the University College, 
at five of which lectures of popular interest were given, the 
remainder being devoted to the reading of technical papers 
and discussion. Lectures and papers were given by Pro¬ 
fessor Burbidge, Mr. E. G. Jones, Mr. A. C. Gifford (Wel¬ 
lington), Professor Segar, Messrs. E. V. Miller, N. H. Good, 
J. P. Artha, and Noel Paton. 

The Observatory has been open on Tuesday evenings, 
but many cloudy evenings prevented much work from being 
carried out. It is moreover hoped to move I he Observatory 
to a better site in the near future. 
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Museum.—Attendances at I he Museum for the year 
are estimated at 62,000. Preparations for removal to the 
War Memorial Museum building have occupied much of the 
time of the staff, and are well in hand. With the exception 
of the large war canoe, the carved houses and a few other 
large objects, the whole of the ethnological collections 
have been re-classified, packed, and removed to store. 

The wall cases at the present building have been dis¬ 
mantled and divided into sections for installation as storage 
cases in the new building, and the reconditioning of the 
large carved houses has been put in hand. 

Equipment for the New Building. Tenders were in¬ 
vited for the supply and erection of show cases for the new 
building, and the Council finally decided to accept that of 
Messrs. A. Edmonds & Co., Ltd., of Birmingham, whose 
tender amounted to £21,961/6/1, plus freight, duty and 
other transport charges. A contract for £5,288/11/1 for 
supplying and laying the floor coverings has been let, and 
in addition provision has had to be made for a more com¬ 
plete electric light installation. Care must be taken to 
keep the expenditure for these purposes within our limited 
resources. 

The Council has much pleasure in placing on record its 
appreciation of the valuable services rendered to the In¬ 
stitute and Museum by the Hon. Sir James Parr, who has 
conducted all the arrangements in England in connection 
with the showcase contract, and has assisted the Museum 
in several other important matters. 

Additions to the Collections. -The large number of 
interesting and valuable additions made to the collections 
during the year is a very encouraging indication of the 
maintenance of public interest. The number of separate 
gifts was 321, and several of these comprise collections of 
considerable extent. 

A valuable individual gift is that of a choice 
specimen of the Maori carver’s art, the ancient pare or 
door lintel recently discovered in a swamp in the Bay of 
Plenty. We have been able to add this fine specimen 
to the collection through the generosity of Mr. F. Crossley 
Mappin. From London has been received, as the gift of Mr. 
Moss Davis, a series of admirable ethnological articles, in¬ 
cluding two fine greenstone meres, carved Tongan clubs, 
and a particularly fine Marquesas Island ceremonial staff. 
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We have been fortunate in receiving from the Cook 
Islands one of the last of the old double canoes of that 
region. II has been presented by the Parua Ariki Family 
of Atiu, whose praiseworthy action in thus preserving the 
workmanship of their race is highly appreciated. 

The President has continued to add choice specimens 
to the Vaite Collection, and. in addition to his gifts of 
greenstone pendants, cloaks, and Oriental articles, has pre¬ 
sented a splendid example of the rare fishing charm known 
as a manea. Mr. George Graham, loo, has added many 
specimens to his previous gifts, and he has further kindly 
arranged for the deposit of a valuable series of tribal heir¬ 
looms on behalf of the late George M. Graham. Dr. and 
Mrs. Buck have both given very interesting specimens of 
New Zealand and other Polynesian native art, including a 
fine old Mangaian drum. Not only has Mr. Hallyburton 
Johnstone presented a considerable series himself, but he 
has also been instrumental in securing collections from his 
friends either as gifts or on deposit. 

From Mr. John Court has been received an excellent 
tiki from Marlborough, as well as a set of large Maori 
wedges and some picked Papuan ethnological specimens. 
An important gift is that of an almost complete individual 
skeleton of a Moa Dinornis ingens , from Nelson, pre¬ 
sented by Dr. D. A. Bathgate, and another welcome addition 
to the natural history collection is a series of New Zealand 
and other birds from Mr. F. J. Ohlsen. 

The Council also desires to direct attention*to the fol¬ 
lowing welcome additions, to the donors of which, as well 
as to all those whose names appear in the Appendix, it ex¬ 
presses cordial thanks.

IMew Museum Building. — The delay in completion of 
I he new building has seriously hindered our plans and 
caused the Council much concern, but all possible has been 
done, and we hope to be given possession of the building at 
all events within the next six months. The erection of the 
showcases and other fittings will be put in hand as soon as 
possible, and every endeavour is being made by the 
Citizens’ Committee and by the Institute to expedite the 
opening of the War Memorial Museum to the public. 

Members are reminded of the necessity of increasing 
the number on the roll, and are urgently requested to 
advise the Curator of citizens whose membership would be 
an acquisition. Although the Library is one of the best 
of its kind in the Dominion, it does not appear to be suffi¬ 
ciently well known or adequately used. 

It is hoped that every member will use his best en¬ 
deavours to promote the objects of the Auckland Institute 
ami Museum in the direction of increasing its membership 
and improving its collections.
